The words of Solinus 
in his Chapter concerning Britain, are theſe, The ex- 
tremitie of the French Shore had been the utmoſt bound 
of the world, did not the Iſle of Britain deſery the name 
abmot of another World, For it # ſtretch't above $80 
miles in length, if ſo bee Wee meaſure it as far as the 
atmoſt point in the North of Scotland, where Ulyſles 
once arrived , as appear's by an Altar there with an Inſcrip- 
tion upon it in Greek Letters, It s encompaſſed with 
many confaderable Iſlands , whereof Ireland is next to it in 
bigneſs. It is a barbarous Countrie , by reaſon of the rude 
behavior of the Inhabitants ; otherwiſe; of ſo rank « paſtu- 
rage, that unleſs Cattel bee ſomtimes driven from the Paſtures, 
they run a hazard by too much feeding. There is no Ser- 
pent to bee found , and but few birds; T he people are in- 
hoſpitable and Warlike : And after a vittorie, they firſt take 
a draught of the bloud of the ſlain, and then beſmear their 
Faces. Right or Wrong is all one to them, A Woman, 
Þhen ſhee bring's forth a male , put's its firſt food upon ber 
þ1chands Sword , and ſtealing it into the little ones mouth 
uh the very point, ſhee pronounceth her bleſting according 
t» the Cuſtom of the Nation; with this wiſh, T hat hee may 
tie no other death but in War and Arms. T hey that endevor 
{1 bee neat, do burniſh the * Hdilts of their Swords, & cetera, 
25 it followetch above,” Hee treat's next of 'fom 
ſ|ands chat lie about it; as Thanet, the Alebrides, 
0rcades, and Thule; and as to what concern's their 
manners, hee conclude's thar Britain is inhabited in 
part by barbarous people, who from cheir child- 
hood, by arrificial ftripes of divers forms, inaprint 
the likeneſs of ſeveral living Creatures, up and down 
their bodies : As is ſufficiency known out of yo 
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of Ireland is made , were tobee underſtood of the hrifh, 


and other Writers. But now, if thoſe words which 
follow that brief deſcription, wherein the firſt mention 


not of the people of great Britain, then it would fol- 
low there, that Salinus forgetting what hee had pro. 
poſed in the very entrance of his Diſcourl, paſſed 
1mmediately from great Britain unto Ireland and the 
neighboring Iſles; and that hee made not any men- 
tion of the Cuſtoms of irs Inhabitants, beſides the 
ſtriping of their skins with divers ſhapes, and thisat 
the latter end of the Chapter : which 1 can not in 
any caſe beliey.

It is a barbs- 
rous Countrie, by reaſon of the rude behavior of the Inta- 
bitants,&c. Then, this more large deſcription of its 
manners and Cuſtoms which immediately follow- 
eth , is no otherwiſe joined to the mention of Ire-' 
land in the Edition of Delrio, and moſt of the reſt 
which wee haye followed in the place before-al- 
leged.

And ta this end , the Letters of King 
Frederick your Highneſſe's Father written to Us , and bearing 
ſhewn to 
Doftor Craig , purporting that if the Engliſh abſtemed from 
diving injuries, they ſhould enjoy the Wwonted libertie and favor, 
without any mention or requiring of - a Petition for Licenſ, 
Whereas nevertheleſs Wee offer d you , that our Merchants 
ſhould hereafter petition you from ſeven years to ſeven years, 
according to tle antient and long continued Cuitom, which offer 
Wee underſtand your Fighneſs would not admit. For, the 
moſt excellent Queen would not otherwiſe acknow- 
ledg the Juriſdition and Empire of the King of 
Denmark and Norway in this Sea, than thatthe wholc 
ſervitude or right of fiſhing afore-mentioned , there 
eſtabliſhed ( as afote-laid ) might (as a conſiderable 
part of the antient Patrimonie) bee reteined to her and 
her Succeſſors, There were other Letters and Treaties al- 
ſo about this bulineſs, in the year* MDCII. But the 
Coatroverlic beeing deferred, nothing was concluded. 
But ic appear's the King of Great Britain hath Empire 
and Dominion allo in the Sea which lie's far more 
Northerly than Iſland. To wit, in that of Groinland. 
For , this Sea having never been enter'd by occupati- 
on, nor uſed in the Art and Exerciſe of Fiſheric, was 
firſt inthe memorie of our Fathers rendred very gain- 
ful, through a peculiar fiſhing for Whales , by thoſe 
Engliſh Merchants of the Moſcovie-Companie who ſailed 
that way.

Inthis Letter you ſee firſt, how it was held for an un- 
deniable principle, that the King was King by Sea as 
well as by Land; That neither the honor nor ſafetie 
of this 1fland and Ireland could bee maintained, bur by 
preſerving the Dominion by Sea; and chat it is anar- 
gument, that they chat encroach upon us by Sea, will 
do it alſo by Land when they ſec their time. Hee de- 
clare's alſo, how our unthankful neighbors are riſen to 
this hight and inſolence, partly by grant, partly by con- 
nivence, but principally through their many injurious 
abuſes of our Patience and Indulgence. And laftly,you 
may obſery here what reſolutions were then raken to 
prevent the lil injuries, and preſerv our Engliſh Intereſt 
in time to com, But how thoſe Reſolutions were fol. 
lowed in the ſucceeding part of his Reign, I ſhall noc 
Randrto examine; onely it ſufficerh here to take notice, 
thatthe Claim of Sea-Dominion was made by him, as 
well as by his Father, and for a time ſtrenuouſly aſ- 
ſerted though afterward hee ſlackned his hand in the 
proſecution , whereof the Netherlanders taking ad-_ 
vantage, and of our late commotions ( which were 
their Halcyon-daics, and time of Harveſt) are now ad.

So 
ſpaciouſly did Chiz;zola dilate in ſpeaking 
of the opinion of the Lawyers, it beeing 
the field of his profeſsion : hee concluded, 
that any one might reſt ſatisfied, as well 
in truth, as in reaſon, that by the Autoritie 
of the ſaid Doctors, there were ſure founda- 
tions laid to the cauſ, which hee did de- 
fend. 

Afeer the teſtimonie of the Lawyers, hee 
added that of the Fiftorians, who do relate,

that though they were good Teſtimonies of , 


preceding occurrences; yet when ane go- 
eth about to provethe intereſts of Princes, 
or of private perſons, hee ought'to help 
himſelf by authentick writings, and to ule

_ them beeing moved by loye, others with ha- 
tred, and others with hope. of preferment , 
which conſtrain's them ofteatumes to uſe

(hig;zola likewiſe added, that its clean 
out of memorie ; when firſt of all thexe was

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created in Venice, a Captain of the Gulf, be- 
cauſ in the year 1230, the Chancerie was 
burned, with the memorials of all ſuch ele- 
ctions; but from that time to this preſent, hee 
could ſhew out of the publick Regiſters,the 

continual ſucceſsion of the ſaid elected Cap- 
tains without any interruption. Likewiſe 
hee added moreover, that there remain the 

Regiſters from that time to this, of the Li- 
cenſes granted to pals the faid Sea, with 
armed veſſels or ſhips of war, and to the per- 
ſons and goods belonging to their uſe, at the 
requeſt of divers Princes, who had their 
Poſleſsions upon the ſhore of the Adriatick 
Sea, and that as well by ſfundrie Popes, Le- 

gates, Vicars,Governors, and Commonaltic 

of the Land of Romania and Marca,as by the 

Kings of Naples for Puglia, of which ma- 

ny were granted, ſom denied and others 

yielded to, but in part ; But it beceing ſuper- 
fluous to allege the Acts of thoſe, the wl 
ceſſors of whom do not ſo much as queſtion 
this Title, hee deſcended to particularize 
onely the Predecefſors of his Majeſlie, as 
Kings of Hungarie, and Arch-Dukes of Au- 


ſftria. Hee recited a Brief of Pope Urbane 


the ſixt,directed to Antonio Ventero the Duke 
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of Venice, bearing date Lov 14 Juni 1488, 
where hee give's him thanks , that with his

ftel-novo ; with two other conpratulatori& 
Letcers,the one to the ſaid Queen the other 
to King Sig1/mund, who after was Emperor;

means of the Captain of the Venetian Gal- 
lies, deputed to the cuſtodie ofthe G wif. Aﬀ- 
terwards hee cauſed to bee read afafe Con- 
duct granted at the Petition of Redwiph Earl 
of Sala, in the name of Laiiflaut King 6f 
Naples, and of William Arch-Duke of Au 
ſiria anno 1399. 12 Decembry, that' the ſiſter 
of the ſaid King (eſpouſed to the- afore- 
named Arch-Duke) might bee eondudted 
by Seca from Pugha, tothe Coaſts of her 
Husband, with Gallies and other Veſſels, itt 
all tothe number of abour twelv: with cor 
dition that there ſhould not bee faffered to 
paſs ypon them _ or 'bamſhed 
perſon of Venice, who had'don'aty* thing 
avainſt the Republic,” which 'did-metit 
death: which ſafe-conduct ſhould bee avait- 
able-to the Auſtrians, as Well in going av in 
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Which ſhee ſhould cake for' a great favor, 
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coming, ſo as by the ſame , they might alfo 
re-imbark at bs and return unto Puglia, 
But yet this ſafe Conduct was not made uſe 
of,. becauſthe King having deferredthe de- 
parture of his ſiſter for a ſmall time, in the in- 
terim {hee died. 

Alſo hee produced two letters of the Em- 
peror Frederick, unto Duke Giovanni Mece- 
nigo,the firſt dated in Gratz 24 Sept.1478.the 
= 2 Apr.14.79.from the ſame place,where 
hee tell's him that hee having taken order 
that there ſhould bee brought from Puglia 
and Abruzzo, to hiscaſtles of Caſtro and of 
Iftria, a certain quantitie of corn, hee re- 
queſt's that it may bee permitted him todo 
it freely, which beeing to him a great 
pleaſure,hee ſhall acknowledg it with many 
thanks. | 

This hee ſeconded with a letter of Bea- 


| trice Queen of Hungarie , to Giovanni Mo- 


cenigo Duke of Venice, dated the laſt of Jan. 
1481, whereby deſiring for her proper ule to 
have divers things from the parts of Itaie, 
which ſhee could not bring from thence 
by Sea, without the permiſsion of the Re- 
publick, ſhee deſired that, for curteſie ſake
